Population.  In  preparing  the  simimary  of  health  atatieticn  in  paet  yeara 
th)  estimates  of  population  made  hy  the  Rogistrat  Greneral  hare  heen  used 
as  far  as  possible .  The  Registrar  G-eneral  in  framing  his  population 
es'';imat98  has,  prior  to  1920.  had  under  consideration  the  Ratiohal 
x^ogistration  ilot,  1915  ^b.e  number  of  sugar  cards  issued  by  the  Pood 
tontrol  Committees.  Por  the  purpose  of  calcu  lading  the  birth  rate,  he 
has  used  a  population  figure  in  which  was  included  m.en  serving  with 
i'orces  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  death  rate,  has  used  the  civilian 
f-cpulation  only.

-  The  death  rate  from  Typhoid  Fever  gradually  declined 
from  0.09  in  1912,  to  O.CU2  in  1919  In  192O  not  a  single  death  was 
attributed  to  this  disease. 

The  number  of  Typhoid  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  21 
’•/liich  is  equal  to  an  attack  rate  of  0,05  for  1,000  living  which  has  to 
be  compared  with  0.10  for  the  quinquennium  I915-1919. 

At  one  time,  we  Icokod  foiiTvard  with  absolute  certainty  to 
the  increase  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  Autumn.  Since  1914  there  has  been  no 
autiijnnal  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  Typhoid  Fever.

•jhine  to  the  end  of  Jtily.  It  returned  in  a  virulent  form  from  the 
middle  of  October  to  the  middle  of  December.  I>uring  the  autumn  and 
early  winter  of  1918  probably  there  were  about  ISOjOC’O  deaths  in  England 
and  V/alos  caused  by  the  epidemic.  Influenza  again  baor.me  epidemic 
in  Sheffield  in  the  early  months  of  1919  st  its  height  from  the 

middle  of  February  to  the  end  of  March.

ox  tho  epidemio  in  a  milder  form  during  192O.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Health  Committee  on  August  12th,  I  reported  that  ;iudging  ly  the  death 
rates  of  the  great  tov/ns  for  the  last  four  periods  of  4  w'-eeks,  no 
tcvms  seemed  to  have  been  affected  by  Influenza  simultaneously ,  but  that 
in  the  4  weeks  before  Sheffield's  attack  sevoral  tow^ns ,  namely,  Blackbur 
Halifax  and  Sunderland  seemed  to  r.ave  been  attacked  in  a  similar  menner 
and  had  loath  rates  for  the  4  weeks  respectively  as  follov/s.-  21^5!  23.2 
and  23.2  as  compared  with  a  death  rate  of  23-9  Sheffield  in  the 
4  weeks  following.
